Watching the Law Factory 

EGISLATORS, like apples, have their heavy seasons in 

alternate years. Nineteen hundred and twenty-seven 
is a big year for the-lawmakers who are now in session in 
forty-two states. 

There will be a tremendous number of bills turned out 
of the legal factories in the next few months, and many of 
these will have a direct bearing on the automobile business. 

The Motor Vehicle Conference Committee, with offices 
at 366 Madison Ave., New York City, is getting reports on 
all automobile legislation, and will advise with local com- 
munities where there is a hazard of inequitable legislation 
being passed. Essentially the local situation is one which 
can only be worked out by each community. Here is where 
the dealers can do a great job in protecting not only them- 
selves, but likewise the automobile manufacturer and the 
customer. 

The lawmakers know that they cannot get away with 
unjust legislation affecting the automobile (because too 
many people own cars) provided the trade is awake and 
watching. If every dealer will keep in touch with the repre- 
sentative in his own district, this will do much to create an 
improved understanding of motor transport in the minds 
of the lawmakers.
